The Examiner is thanked for the thorough examination of 
the present application, and for the courtesies extended to the 
undersigned attorney during the telephonic interview on March 22, 
2006. During the interview, the rejection of independent Claims 
1, 7, and 11 based upon Binding et al . was discussed. 
Furthermore, a proposed amendment to these claims reciting that 
the HTTP server and the HTTP client application establish a semi- 
permanent connection therebetween was also discussed. The 
Examiner agreed that with this recitation the independent claims 
define over the prior art of record, and he also agreed to 
withdraw the current rejections of these claims accordingly.
